Elizabeth Edwards, a best-selling author 
and the driving force behind husband John 
Edwards’ political career before it was de- 
stroyed by his infidelity, died Tuesday at age 

6i. 

Edwards died of cancer Tuesday morn- 
ing at her home in Chapel Hill, N.C., sur- 
rounded by her family, the Edwardses said 
in a statement. 

She first was diagnosed with breast can- 
cer and treated in 2004. In 2007, the cancer 
returned and spread to other parts of her 
body 

She wrote two best-selling books, “Resil- 
ience” and “Saving Graces,” about her long 
battle with cancer and the scandal surround- 
ing her husband, a wealthy trial lawyer who 
served as a U.S. senator from North Carolina 
and twice ran for president. 

Her husband was a rising star in the Dem- 
ocratic Party who was selected as Massachu- 
setts Sen. John Kerry’s running mate when 
Kerry lost narrowly to Republican incum- 



bent George W. Bush in 2004. 

John Edwards’ personal and political for- 
tunes changed after the National Enquirer 
began reporting on his affair with a campaign 
aide named Rielle Hunter as he sought the 
2008 Democratic presidential nomination. 

Elizabeth Edwards and her husband an- 
nounced in January that they had separated 
after 32 years of marriage. The split came 
less than a week after John Edwards admit- 
ted that he had fathered a baby with Hunter. 
The little girl was 2 years old when he ac-

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Fenger trial begins

Demon Albert never saw the vicious chop to the 
head from a piece of a railroad tie that sent him 
sprawling to the street. A moment earlier, he was 
throwing punches at an unseen combatant, one of 
dozens of teens involved in the melee that left ulti- 
mately cost him his life. 

But as Albert struggled groggily to his feet, a 
14-year-old boy cocked his right arm back and 
launched a sweeping right hook to the jaw of 
the Fenger High School student. Albert top- 
pled forward, apparently unconscious, unable 
to even reach forward with his hands to break 
his fall. 

“Damn,” a male voice could be heard saying on 
the video that captured the moment. “Put that 
{expletive} to sleep.” 

One of five youths charged in Albert’s shocking 
murder went on trial Tuesday The videotaped kill- 
ing drew national attention to Chicago’s youth vio- 
lence and tarnished the city’s image. 

As testimony began and Fenger was once again 
thrust into the limelight, students and staff at the 
South Side school noted how much has changed 
since the September 2009 beating and rejected the 
idea that what was caught on the video ever repre- 
sented their school anyway 

But the violent video took center stage in Cook 
County juvenile court, where the defendant, now 
15, is charged with Albert’s murder. Prosecutors 
told the jury that his single punch contributed to 
Albert’s death, but the boy’s attorney noted that 


Albert survived the initial attack, only to be beaten 
by other youths. 

The videotape showed that Albert held out his 
hand in an apparent plea for mercy after being 
punched by the defendant. Several teens— not in- 
cluding the boy on trial— kicked and stomped Al- 
bert’s head. Another teen then struck a blow to the 


victim’s skull with a 6 -foot-long piece of a railroad 
tie. One attacker jumped several feet in the air and 
stomped Albert squarely on the head. 

Three students, including the defendant’s 
younger cousin, identified the defendant as the 
youth who punched Albert in the face. 

Four others — all charged as adults— await trial.

A shocking new City Council proposal

Would-be burglars could get jolted if they try 
to scale fences at some Chicago businesses un- 
der a plan gaining steam in the City Council. 

The measure would allow companies to in- 
stall nonlethal electric security fences, so long 
as they don’t border residential or public ar- 
eas, are surrounded by nonelectric perimeter 
fences and have posted warnings. 

Energized by a solar-powered device akin 


to a car battery the fences send a 7,0 00 -volt 
jolt every 1.3 seconds into the hands of people 
who touch the fences. They have not caused 
fatalities in the states and cities that allow 
them, said Michael Pate, director of business 
development for Sentry Security Systems. 

By comparison, a Taser delivers a 50,000- 
volt jolt 21 times a second, Pate testified. Al- 
dermen got a tiny taste during the hearing, 
trying out a pen that delivered one-tenth the 


charge of the fence. 

The tests led to guffaws from Aid. Edward 
Burke (14th) the Finance Committee chair- 
man and the measure’s sponsor. Burke said 
the fences are used in some suburbs and at 
railroad facilities in Chicago, where they’re al- 
lowed by state law 

The Chicago Fire Department doesn’t 
think it’s such a good idea. Assistant Deputy 
Fire Commissioner John McNicholas said 


such fences could make it tougher to get at fire 
scenes. “When we are making our move, the 
last thing we want is to get zapped,” he said. 

But Aid. Bernard Stone (50th) noted fire- 
fighters could be given master keys to boxes 
with switches to turn off the power, much as 
they are given keys to elevators in high-rises 
across the city

Developer loses Spire space

Irish developer Garrett Kelleher’s 
company has lost control of the site on 
which he expected to build the Chi- 
cago Spire. 

A Cook County Circuit Court judge 
has granted a request by Anglo Irish 
Bank Corp. Ltd., the lender to Kelle- 
her’s Shelbourne North Water Street 
L.P, and appointed a receiver for the 
infamous hole in the ground that was 
supposed to become a twisting sky- 
scraper addition to the city’s skyline. 

Meanwhile, two local firms have 
purchased the delinquent property 
taxes on the stalled development site 
at 400 N. Lake Shore Drive, settingup 
a process for the bank or others to re- 


deem the taxes. 

Unlike receivers appointed for on- 
going business concerns such as the 
Block 37 retail development on State 
Street, the job of the Spire’s receiver, 
Stephen Bell of CB Richard Ellis, is 
more limited. 

“My job is to manage the property 
for the court while the two parties pro- 
ceed with their foreclosure,” Bell said 
Tuesday. “It’s simply a vacant parcel 
and my job is to watch it.” 

Bell will receive $250 an hour, or not 
more than $1,200 a month, to serve as 
receiver and may engage CB Richard 
Ellis for additional services at a rate of 
$1,395 month. Bell was appointed 
receiver at a court hearing Thursday 


Rahm Emanuel sidesteps 
mayoral circus comments

Rahm Emanuel didn’t take a swing Tuesday 
when given a chance to weigh in on Monday’s 
circus surrounding efforts to kick him off the 
Chicago mayoral ballot. 

More than 30 people have challenged his 
candidacy and Emanuel is expected to testify in 
a hearing next week. At Monday’s hearing, the 
anti-Emanuel crowd was raucous, with some 
wearing “Indict Rahm” buttons and recording 
the proceedings with hand-held cameras. Oth- 
ers complained that the election board was a 
fraudulent entity that couldn’t be trusted. 

But Emanuel stuck to his script Monday, say- 
ing Chicago’s residents are more interested in a 


candidate who will address the 9.8 percent un- 
employment rate, preparedness of high school 
graduates and crime— especially in the wake of 
two Chicago police officers who were recently 
killed in as many weeks. 

“Those are the challenges facing the resi- 
dents of the city of Chicago. Those are the 
challenges I will be focused as both a candi- 
date for mayor and if I’m successful, as mayor,” 
Emanuel said at a news conference he called to 
discuss teacher training. 

Emanuel wants to double the number of 
teacher training academies and send those edu- 
cators to schools in groups to turn around Chi- 
cago Public Schools.

□ The arrest of WikiLeaks founder Julian 
Assange by British police on a Swedish 
arrest warrant could presage a long legal battle 
if the U.S. wants to extradite him, particularly

A British judge sent Assange to jail until at 
least Tuesday while a court decides whether to 
order the extradition. Assange, 39, is suspect- 
ed of one count of rape, two counts of sexual 
molestation and one count of unlawful coer- 
cion— or illegal use of force— allegedly com- 
mitted in August, according to the Swedish 
warrant. He was arrested after turning himself 
in at a London police station. 

U.S. Attorney General Eric Holder told 
reporters on Monday he has authorized “sig- 
nificant” actions related to a criminal investi- 
gation of WikiLeaks. The site has been under 
intense pressure from the U.S. and its allies 
since it began posting the first of more than 
250,000 U.S. State Department documents 
Nov 28. 


Obama defends 
extending tax cuts 


WASHINGTON President Obama 
vigorously defended his agree- 
ment with Republicans to extend all of 
the Bush-era tax cuts Tuesday arguing 
that it was a price that had to be paid 
to spare the middle class from crippling 
tax hikes. 

The president promised disheart- 
ened Democrats that the fight over the 
cuts for the highest-income Americans 
would continue over the next two years. 
He also urged them to take a long-term 
view of the bitter policy fights now tak- 
ing place in Washington. 

My “number one priority is to do 
what’s right for the American people,” 
he said at a hastily scheduled news con- 
ference at the White House. “Because of 
this agreement, middle class Americans 
won’t see their taxes go up on January i.” 

Obama blasted the Republicans for 
clinging to a rigid ideology that, in his 
opinion, has blinded the GOP to the 
needs and concerns of average Ameri- 
cans. 

“Eve said before that I felt that the 
middle class tax cuts were being held 
hostage to the high-end tax cuts,” he 
said. “I think it’s tempting not to ne- 
gotiate with hostage takers, unless the 
hostage gets harmed. ... In this case, the 
hostage was the American people. And I 
was not willing to see them get harmed.”

Chicago teams coming @ followers from every digital angle

REDEYE 

As director of interactive marketing for 
the Bulls, Jeremy Thum is in an enviable 
position. Sort of 

He regularly interacts with players and 
covers the games live on Twitter for the 
team— but not from the best position in 
the United Center. 

Thum sits in the second row on the 
baseline, behind veteran sports journalists. 
He tweets plays about 20 seconds after 
they happen. The game is fast-paced, but 
Thum is calm as he posts scores and keeps 
an eye on Twitter chatter about the Bulls. 

Thum is in a better position than two 
years ago, when he was live tweeting games 
for the Bulls from the stands with his 
iPhone. 

“We’re just doing everything we can 
with digital technology to make sure our 
fans get all the relevant information they 
need,” said Thum, 33, who’s just happy to 
have a laptop and a desk courtside. 

The move shows the importance that 
the Bulls, like other Chicago teams, are 
placing on digitally interacting with their 
fans. But these organizations still have a 
way to go to shed their antiquated meth- 
ods of communicating with the public and 
drumming up fan support. 

For example, Thum doesn’t travel to 
road games. The West Loop resident 
tweets those games from his living room, 
like any regular fan. 

^Behind the 8-ball’ 

Thum wasn’t even a Bulls fan when he 
moved to Chicago from San Francisco 
for the position in 2008. He rooted for— 
gulp— the L.A. Lakers. But one game into 
the job, he was hooked. He applied his 
newfound fandom to the Bulls’ digital mar- 
keting strategy 

When Thum joined the team, that strat- 
egy concentrated on the Bulls’ website, an 


e-mail newsletter and a fledgling TbuTube 
channel. At the time, the behind-the 
scenes crew was debating whether to focus 
on Facebook or— shudder— MySpace. 

“We were behind the 8-ball,” Thum said. 
He focused on building a Facebook page 
and a Twitter stream (@chicagobulls). 
These days, the team also creates content 
for BullsTV, which live-streams postgame 
interviews and news conferences, and 
hosts a live chat for fans during games. 

“Fans’ voices can be heard through this 
mechanism,” Thum said. “Wh’re fortu- 
nate to have a very passionate fan base. Of 
course, winning helps.” 

Here come the Hawks 

No need to tell that to the Blackhawks, 
who won the Stanley Cup this year after a 
nearly 50 -year drought. 

The team’s Twitter stream, @NHL 
Blackhawks, saw its follower numbers in- 
crease from about 26,000 in April to near- 
ly 39,000 in July, just weeks after the cham- 
pionship, according to twltahollc.com, 
which tracks Twitter follower numbers. 

Through a spokesman, the Blackhawks 
denied a request for RedEye to interview 
their Twitter writer, preferring to keep that 
person behind the scenes. 

“We use it to keep fans engaged through 
contests and game updates, infused with 
some personality,” Blackhawks spokesman 
Adam Rogowin said. “Wb try and reach 
all demographics and deliver content to 
them through sites and applications they 
use every day to connect with their family 
and friends, which in turn helps spread the 
Blackhawks brand.” 

The Bears’ approach 

The Bears also cover their games live on 
Twitter. 

The Bears’ website director tweets game 
updates from the press box, team spokes- 
man Mike Corbo said. The NFL does not 


allow cell phone use on the field. 

“We are giving fans who may not have ac- 
cess to the game a way of staying updated,” 
Corbo said. “Fans can interact with each 
other through Facebook and our website, 
chicagobears.com, by posting comments 
throughout the game.” 

Like the Bears, the Bulls have only one 
person posting updates. Thum’s tweeted 
every home game since October 2008 
except one: Game 6 against Boston in 
the 2009 playoffs, which the Bixlls won in 
triple overtime. Thxim was on vacation in 
New Orleans, but a co-worker filled in. 

Fans fuel interaction 

During games, Thum tweets about five 
updates per quarter, more if the Bulls are 
winning, fewer if they are losing. Although 
there’s no policy on what he can or can’t 
tweet, Thum said he prefers to avoid trash- 
talking and instead maintains a positive 
voice throughout the game. 

For example, there wasn’t anything on 
the Bulls’ Twitter feed about the rumors 
surrounding Carlos Boozer’s hand injury 
which occurred amid divorce proceedings 
from his wife of six years. 

But when the Bulls beat Golden State 
120-90 on Nov II, Thum tweeted 29 times 
about the game. 

Besides constantly tweeting the score, 
Thum also asks fans questions and solicits 
suggestions. When he needed a name for 
center Omer Asik’s famous two-handed 
hammer dunk, he turned to Twitter. One 
of his followers came up with “Boom- 
ShakAsika,” which Thum hopes becomes 
a trend. 

Thum said he keeps track of fan ideas 
like that for long-term projects, about 
which he is tight-lipped. 

“We want to make sure we’re into the 
next big thing,” he said. “We have a few 
things up our sleeves.”

Crowded into a bar 
Thursday with other 
Ohio expatriates, 

I watched LeBron 
James deliver the 
fury to his old shell- 
shocked Cleveland 
Cavaliers team. But 
despite this drub- 
bing, I took solace 
that now the Miami 
Heat are the team to 
hate. 

Anyone with even 
a passing interest 
in the NBA cannot 
help but notice the 
collective schadenfreude that has developed 
around the Heat’s underwhelming 14-8 start 
(3-7 against teams over .500). It’s not just us 
aggrieved Cavs fans or Ohioans. Everyone 
outside of South Beach is taking perverse 
joy that the “ Wabrosh” experiment isn’t the 
surefire hit superstars James and Dwyane 
Wade thought it would be. 

(A quick aside: I exclude calling Chris 
Bosh a superstar because I have eyes. Has 
anyone ever been more exposed than Bosh, 
who is somehow averaging fewer than eight 
rebounds on a team with no legitimate 
center? I pray for a Bulls-Heat playoff series 
because Joakim Noah will eat him alive and 
make him pick up the bill.) 

Already there have been murmurs of axing 
coach Erik “Deer in Headlights” Spoelstra, 
and ESPN’s Bill Simmons even broached 
dealing Bosh on his podcast (way premature, 
as he acknowledged). 

But the real question is, why do we take 
so much collective pleasure in watching the 
Heat— one of the biggest stories in the past 
20 years of pro basketball— struggle? 

Americans have a devout sense of fair play 
We like a level playing field (although what a 
“level playing field” constitutes in sports, in 
business, in politics is something we often 
mistake— and that’s a topic for a book, not 
a column). Stacking a team with two of the 
top three players alive (and Bosh, who’s still 
averaging a solid 18 points per game) simply 
offends our sense of what’s fair. As I love to 
point out to fellow NBA-heads, would the 
’80s have been such a phenomenal decade 
if Magic Johnson, Larry Bird and Michael 
Jordan all decided to play on the same team? 

Obviously not. 

And perhaps that is what the three amigos 
failed to calculate when making their deci- 
sions. If they win, they were supposed to. If 
they lose, everyone snarls and says, “Serves 
you right.”

Blackhawks offense takes another hit with Kane injury 


After too many missed opportunities to earn points early 
in the season, the Blackhawks realize they can’t afford to 
bide their time until Patrick Kane and Marian Hossa re- 
turn from injuries. 

The news that Kane will miss up to three weeks with 
a left leg injury suffered Sunday against Calgary was good 
in that the winger won’t be gone for an extended period, 
but bad because the Hawks stumbled out of the gate and 
need victories. Combined with Hossa’s lower-body injury 
that will keep him out of the lineup until at least next 
week, the Hawks must forge ahead without two of their 
offensive stars. 

“It’s tough when they are out, but injuries do happen 
and we’re going to have to try and find ways to win games 
and not just tread water waiting for those guys to return,” 
winger Troy Brouwer said. 

Entering Tuesday the Hawks were fifth in the Western 
Conference with 32 points and had played as many as four 
more games than conference opponents. 

“We need wins — there’s no secret about that,” forward 
Patrick Sharp said. “It’s different with those two guys out 
of the lineup. We probably won’t be scoring six or seven 
goals a game, but if we keep things simple and play the 
way our coaches stress and talk about every day there’s 
no reason why we can’t continue to win.”

VS. TURCO’S OLD TEAM 

Marty Turco figures he’ll 
get a chance to face his 
former team, but it won’t 
be Wednesday when the 
Stars are in town to face the 
Blackhawks (7:30 p.m., CSN+). 

Instead, it will be Corey 
Crawford starting for the 
Hawks for the fifth time in six 
games. With Crawford seek- 
ing his seventh consecutive 
victory, Turco understands 
coach Joel Quenneville’s deci- 
sion to stay with the hot hand. 

“We’re going to go with the 
winning formula,’’ said Turco, 
who spent nine seasons with 
the Stars before signing a 
one-year contract with the 
Hawks during the offseason.

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8-piece local soul outfit 
The Congregation keeps 
style and feeling alive 

By Andy Downing 

For years, Gina Bloom daydreamed about fronting her own 
group. Playing drums in a classic rock cover band, she often 
would bite her lip while the crew’s singer belted out the tunes, 
her mind repeatedly drifting back to the same thought: “I 
could do better.” Yet until September 2009, when Bloom co- 
founded The Congregation, an eight-piece collective steeped 
in Motown and classic Philly soul, crippling bouts of stage 
fright prevented her from seeking out the spotlight. 

“Growing up, I could sing anything if I didn’t think people 
were paying attention to me,” says the 28 -year-old, who was 
born and raised in the Philadelphia suburb of Doylestown, 


Pa. “But when they were actually like, ‘Gina, sing,’ I couldn’t 
do it.” 

It’s a surprising admission from someone who grew up 
with music in her blood; the singer’s father, singer-songwrit- 
er Bill Bloom, scored a minor hit when he co-wrote Frankie 
Smith’s 1981 funk number “Double Dutch Bus.” Reached via 
phone at her Lincoln Park apartment. Bloom discussed her 
love of Elvis Presley, the band’s fashion sense and the pro- 
cess that fueled the heartache in “Save the Wine,” possibly 
the standout cut on the band’s just-released debut, “Not For 
Sleepin’.” 

Has the band always dressed up in suits? Or did you show 
up that first day in jeans and T-shirts, look around and think, 
“This isn’t going to work?” 

[Laughs.] We made a decision before we played our first show 
that we were going to wear suits, and we stuck with that even 


when we were playing outside in the middle of summer. We 
treat every show like it’s a special occasion. We get dressed 
up and we go out there and play like we’re never going to play 
again. 

With a name like The Congregation, Tm curious if you grew 
up singing in the church. 

No, I wish I could say that, though! I did grow up in a house that 
was full of music. My dad is a songwriter and singer, so family 
sing-alongs were not uncommon. Growing up, there’s not a time 
I can think of where I wasn’t singing. I always knew I wanted to 
make music. 

Is the eight-piece band a byproduct of your stage fright? Did 
you think it’d be easier to blend in with a bigger group? 

[Laughs.] Not really. I don’t really try to blend in. My last band 
was only three people, but I played drums so I could just hide 
behind the drum kit. There’s an energy with this band that 
makes it easier for me to go out and do my thing.

No matter what you think of West, 33, one thing 
is for sure: His musical talent and pop culture 
prowess is undeniable. 

After a tumultuous year that began with a self- 
imposed exile following the Taylor Swift spotlight- 
snatching debacle last year at MTV’s ^Tdeo Music 
Awards, the Chicago-bred rapper is ending 2010 on 
a high note. His fifth album, “My Beautiful Dark 
Twisted Fantasy,” released in November, has been 
universally praised, snagging the top spot on the 
Billboard 200 chart with 496,000 albums sold. New 
^rk magazine calls the album “pop’s event of the 
year, a stunning comeback for an artist whom many 
people had started to think of more as a clown.”

Does Champagne really taste 
better than sparkling wine?

Champagne can be produced only in the 
French region that bears its name, but the 
joy that comes from hearing a cork pop 
can come from any number of other spar- 
kling wines— at a fraction of the cost. 

“The central problem is that wine pric- 
ing is almost completely arbitrary ... the 
price of a wine does not significantly cor- 
relate to the pleasure it brings,” said Robin 
Goldstein, editor of “The Wine Trials,” an 
annual guide to wines under $15 a bottle 
that beat wines costing $50 -plus a bottle 
in blind tastings. 

Dom Perignon producer Moet & Chan- 
don sells more than 60 million bottles of 
premium-priced Champagne every year, 
according Goldstein. 

But in the latest edition of “The Wine 
Trials” most wine drinkers reported again 
that they preferred a $12 bottle of Do- 
maine Ste. Michelle Cuvee Brut from 
Washington State to the $150 Dom Peri- 
gnon. 


‘At a minimum it seems clear that many 
Americans might be wasting at least $138, 
at least where taste is concerned,” he said. 

Natalie MacLean, the Canadian author 
of “Red, White and Drunk All Over,” 
agrees that sparkling wine can be good 
value. 

“There are some terrific bubblies that 
will add sparkle to your holidays without 
taking a shine to your wallet,” said the au- 
thor, who also has one of the Web’s largest 
wine sites: nataliemaclean.com. 

MacLean suggests Santa Margherita 
Prosecco Di Valdobbiadene Brut, from 
Italy which she describes as surprisingly 
rich and toasty yet packed with luscious 
peach and pear notes. 

Her second pick is Freixenet Cordon 
Rosado from Spain, a sparkler that she 
says offers lovely aromas of fresh raspber- 
ries and strawberries. 

For Madeline Maldonado, wine direc- 
tor of the Lelabar in Manhattan, her fa- 
vorite Champagne alternative is Sekts, 


the sparkling wines made in Austria and 
Germany 

“I really like the Riesling and Gruner 
Veltliner ones. People hear Riesling and 
think a still white, but it really is wonderful 
when turned into something sparkling,” 
she said, adding her favorite at the mo- 
ment is a 2005 Ratzenberger. 

Sparkling wines are made in any num- 
ber of places. One of the best known in 
Greece, Amalia Brut Sparkling wine, is 
made by Yiannis Tselepos from Moscho- 
filero grapes. It has the aromas of pear, 
honey and lemon as well as the bubbles. 

Australia produces any number of spar- 
kling wines based on Shiraz packed with 
the aromas of blackberries and chocolate. 

Value is in the wallet of the beholder 
and can come at any price point. New 
Mexico’s Gruet Brut NV, made from 
Chardonnay and Pinot Noir, two of the 
three traditional Champagne grapes, can 
hold its own against many of California’s 
sparklers that cost twice as much.

Bieber ‘mustache’ 
creates quite a stir

Bawdy filmmaker John Waters and teenage 
heartthrob Justin Bieber have a little some- 
thing in common: facial hair. 

Justin’s hangs over his eyes — those famous- 
ly floppy bangs. Waters’ creeps across his 
upper lip. And now, Justin has let the world 
know he covets the filmmaker’s trademark, 
pencil- thin mustache. 

The two shared the sofa last week as guests 
on Britain’s “The Graham Norton Show.” 
(The episode will air at 9 p.m. Saturday on 
BBC America.) Not long after the shrieking 
died down from Bieber’s introduction, the 
16 -year-old leaned across to Waters, there to 
promote his book “Role Models,” and said, 
“Your ’stache is the jam.” 

“Thank you. Thank you very much,” Wa- 
ters replied. He pulled an eyebrow pencil 
from his pocket, saying, “If you want to try it. 
... Can I draw it on you?” 

Bieber took the pen but declined Waters’ 
offer. “I’m good,” he said. “Maybe later.” 

Sure enough, as soon as the show ended, 
Bieber drew on a version of the mustache. 
Waters said Monday morning that Bieber’s 
tribute of sorts flattered him and cracked 
him up. 

“It really made me laugh when I saw it,” he 
said. “It was the last thing I expected.” 


Paparazzi snapped seemingly millions of 
shots of Bieber with the mustache, with no 
idea it had anything to do with Waters. In 
fact, a story in London’s Daily Mail sort of 
scolded Bieber for the drawn-on facial hair, 
calling it a sign of his immaturity after report- 
ers spotted the pop star leaving an upscale In- 
dian restaurant with it— apparently he kept it 
on for dinner. 

Waters said he’s a Bieber fan who already 
owns his first album and plans to purchase the 
second. His favorite hit? “Baby” 

“I’m a fan of the whole phenomenon— 
being 16 and so famous you can’t leave your 
house,” Waters said.
